ment of ntomle energy for 
peace purposer, 


LL this merely constitutes 
the germ of an idea, A 
practicnl formula is still re- 
quired and to date no at. 
tempt has been made by the 
membern of NATO to pre- 
pare one, Moreover, ho 
matter how solid be NATO 
nao military alllanee (also 
pen to some doubt and mis- 
givings) it ix undeniable 
that ita members suffer 
differing economic and

US Courts 
Ban 
Segregated 
Buses 


Washington, Apr. 23. 
The United States 
Supreme Court today out- 
lawed the last vestige of 
racial segregation in public 
transport in the United 
States, 


In a unanimous decision, It 
struck down laws in 13 Southern 
States requiring svgregation of 
white ond negro passengers on 
local buses and buses travelling 
wholly within o state. 

Ten years ago the Court 
banned segregation on buses 
travelling from ono state to 
another,

will prevail.

The Malayan Planti: Indus~ 
tries Employers Association an- 
nounced today that the door 
was still open for negotiations 
and said they were still willing 
1o talk to the union. 

At the weekend the asrocia- 
tion offered to adjust the wage 
of field workers within the old 
agreement, which is peggtd to 
the varying price of rubber, but 
thls was rejectod. 

The union is asking for a 
basic wage, plus allowancts, 
instead of the present wage 
structure, which varies wil 
changes in the price of rubber. 

Additionally, they want the 
actual wages taken home by 
estates workers to be Increased 
by between $5.60 and $0 from 
the present rates, which are 
slightly under $3.

Many a young mother has 
often been told by those who 
ore supposed to icnow, not to tet 
the baby cry but to give him what 
he wants when he wants It. 
This soon gets her into ao lot of 
trouble, for his wants tend to 
urow foster than she can satisfy 
them, 


In spite of the mother's 
efforts, a young child may cry 
more and mere, As she resolves 
to let him cry, the mother then 
has the problem of itnowing 
when she should and when she 
shouldn't and how to be con- 
sistent, 


When in doubt, especially if 
he cries often ond long when in 
bed, the mother should consult 
her physician. He will check the 
baby for any physical causes, 
espectally local infectlons, 
digestive disturbences or hunger 
on nutrition needs by night or 
day. Also, he may discuss the 
child’s emotional needs and her 
own with the mother, 


Some babies and young 
children cry excessively because 
the family atmosphere ts not 
comfortable or sereno or bt 
cause the mother has some cmo- 
tional confiicts the child inevit- 
ably senses, 


With these causes of  ex- 
cessive crying ruled out, the 
mother should look into her way 
of managing this child, her way 
of trying to satisfy his mecds or 
gratify his growing wants.

An account af how the 
accused accepted moncy 
from a building contractor 
foreman was related before 
Judge K. R. Macfee when 
proceedings against a health 
inspector employed by the 
Urban Services Department 
continued at the Victoria 


District Court this morning. 

Tho accused, Wong Kal-kong. 
is chorged with corruptly re- 
ceiving $100 from Mok Wah-sau 
as i reward or othemvise on 
fecount of his forbearing pro- 
perly to carry out his duties in 
respect of a building site In Peal 
Road. 

Mr W. S. Colller, Crown Coun- 
sel, assisted by Inspector Li Mut- 
wah, of the Anti-Corruption 
Branch, Is prosccuting. 

Accused is defended by Mr 
J. A. L. Wright, instructed by 
Mr P. D. A. Remedios. 

Inspector Li Mut-wah, in evidence 
anid that he received ‘a complaint 
against the accused on December 13, 
3993, and the next day he met tho 
complainant, Mok Wah-ruu . in the 
vicinity of the Ladies’ Recreation 
Club {n Mny Road. He gave the 
campininant 8100) in $10 banknotes 
together with certain Instructions, 
and Mok relurhed to tho huilding 
aite in Peak Road, Witness sald he 
had recorded the numbera of the 
banknotes jn his notebook. Then he, 
a detective sergeant ond plain- 
clothes constables took up_poritions 
in the vicinity of May Rend and 
Peak Road, witnem sald. 


PEAK RD MEETING 


At nbout 10,10 that same morning, 
withers said he naw the accused 
coming up Peak Rond. Watching 
through an opening In the‘ embank- 
ment beside a lanippost, witness sald 
he saw the occused and the com- 
plainant walk afong Peak Hoad, The 
two stopped and the complainant sat 
down on the embankment whilo the 
accused stood near him, They ap- 
peared to be in conversation.
